© Dr. Paul Hurd, professor emeritus 
at Stanford University warned a 
récent conference on education in 
Washington that the fastest growing 
Minority in America today is the 
scientific illiterate. 

One-third of 3,000,000 high 
s¢hool graduates have had less than 
three years of math. Less than one in 
ten have had a course in calculus. 
Less than one of five had had three 
years of science. Math and Science 
proficiency has been on a decline 
for two decades in the United States. 

Evidence of this trend can be 
fgund in the want ads of any news-

Sociology, 
physical education and political 
science majors are in the least 
demand. 

“What can be done? The first thing 
is’a return to basics.

Each year, 
more than 3,000 children in Ohio are 
injured in accidents. These fatalities 
and injuries can and must be pre- 
vented. Statistics show that use of 
child restraints would prevent over 
90 rcent of the deaths and injuries 
incurred. | t 

Statistics repeatedly demonstrate 
that child restraint devices do save 
children’s lives and that a child is not 
sate in a parent's arms in a car acci- 
dent. In a20 mph crash, a 15-pound 
baby would be thrown from the par- 
ent’s arms with a force of at least 300 
pounds. Since 1978, when Tennes- 
seé enacted a mandatory restraint 


tour-havebeenkilled.in.a-car.crash 
while wearing a restraint device.and 
injuries were reported to be reduced 
by.50 percent. 

Tweive states have now passed 
laws protecting children in motor 
vehicles by requiring seat restraints. 
In 1979, Ohio was at the forefront of 
thi8 initiative with $.B. 253. At that 
time, Tennessee was the only state 
to have enacted legislation mandat- 
ing the seat restraints. However, 
S.#. 253 passed in the Ohio Senate 
but was defeated in the House and, as 


a result, Ohio took no steps to pro- 
tect the lives of children under age 
four while riding in a car. ; 

Since that time about 60 Children 
‘under age four in Ohio have died In 
traffic accidents and more than6,000 
children have been injured. This is 
senseless tragedy. It also is a waste 
of taxpayer dollars because these 
deaths and injuries do not have to 
occur. 

tn 1982, we have another bill 
before the General Assembly to pro- 
tect children. Sub. H.B. 605 would 
require that children under four 
years of age or who weigh less than 
40 pounds be secured in a Seat res- 
traint device that is rented, bought 
or borrowed when transported in 
cars owned by the parents or guard- 
jan or owned or leased by a nursery 
school, kindergarten or day-care 
center. The bill passed the House 
but is being ignored in the Senate.

President Reagan agreed to accept this Vot-

On the basis of this single piece of flimsy 
evidence, two all-white juries sentenced Mrs. 
Wilder and Mrs. Bozeman to five and four 
years of imprisonment respectively. 

The convictions were upheld by an Alabama 
Court of Appeals, and the two women were 
locked behind bars for 11 days when Alaba- 
ma's Governor, Fob James, intervened and 
placed them in a work-release program in 
which they are not jailed. The Governor's 
action gives credence to the view that Mrs. 
Bozeman and Mrs. Wilder were\jmpriso 
falsely. ore 

It also suggests that the conditions under 
which the black community and voting rights 
activists frequently work are fraught with risk. 
Pickens County is, after all, not an isolated 
case. There are: numerous communities in the 
South and elsewhere in which severe polariza- 
tion exists between blacks and whites and in 
which racist attitudes surface. This state of 
affairs and the patently unfair sentencing of 
Mrs. Wilder and Mrs. Bozeman suggest that 
the Voting Rights Act.deserves extension and 
strengthening.

African-Arab Relations 


Dear Editor: 
Zaire has decided to renew full diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel - the first African country to do 


since 1973 - and as a consequence, Saudi Arabia - 


has led a campaign against Zaire among Arab coun- 
tries and notably has broken diplomatic relations 
with Zaire. 

The following is a statement by President Mobuto 
to L'Agence Zaire-Press, Kinshasa, Zaire of May 
21st, which illuminates the state of African-Arab 
relations: : 

Can a worthy son of Africa or a sovereign 
nation accept the infamous horse-trading that is 
Proposed to us or the slogan of Arab-African solid-

tries being the locomotive and we are the wagons. In 
this relationship in which we shall have no initiative 
whenthe locomotive stops, the wagons_also.stop. 
And when the locomotive starts again, the wagons 
start moving blindly along the rails.” 

“Unfortunately, for those who still had any illu- 
sions on this point, Zaire is no wagon. We have 
proven this sufficiently in thé recent past. Where 
American aid has not made us bend our knees in 
homage, the ignoble maneuvering with petrodollars 
which is going on before us will not succeed either, 
for Zaire’s policies are not tied to the oll barrel.

Bobby Jones 17, was 
arrested Feb. 15, 1981 on 


a breaking and entering - 


charge. Six months later 
his case was brought 
before juvenile court 
where he was sentenced 
to one year in a juvenile 
institution. 

During that year, 
Bobby participated in a 
treatment program de- 
signed to reconstruc his 
values. The institution fed 
him, clothed him, edu- 
cated him, provided: him 
with recreation and gui- 
daricer Bobby learned to 
deal with his problems 
and later returned to the 
community to make a 
Positive contribution. 
According to Bobby, he 
was ‘'‘parented" by the 
state and given a second 


- chance in life. 


Each year millions of 
teenagers are being con- 
victed of crimes ranging 
from purse snatching to 
first degree murder. The 
yearly statistics reveal the 
multitude of problems” 
among youth. According 
toanationatlcrime 
report, approximately 
12,000 teenagers, commit 
murder; 9,500 assault 
other people; 1,800 are 
arrested; fon other crimes 
500,000 attempt suicide; 
1,000,000 run away from 
home; 4,000,000 are 
abused by parents and 
15,300,000 abuse drugs 
and alcohol. 

Frequently they are 
locked up in juvenile insti- 
tutions. Lonely and fear- 
full, they often maintain 
images of hostility and 
remoteness.
